Wasuineron, Sept. 2.—The public 

debt statement issued from the Treas- 

ury Department yesterday shows a de- 
crease in the debt during the past 
month amounting to $833,072. The in- 
terest bearing debt, exclusive of bonds 
issued to Pacific railroads, is $680, 978, - 

020, or $19,521,340 less than a month 

ago; while ga the other hand the net 

cash balands of surplus-in the Treas- 
ury during..the past month has de- 
creased from $104,672,400.to $85,318,869. 

Silver Treasury notes to the amount 





| Of $3,609,000 were issued under the new 
| law and are now outstanding for which 


the Treasury holds an equivalent in 1,- 
580,000 standard dollars and $2,029,000 
Silver bullion. 

National Bank depositories hold $30,- 
379,853 of Government funds, or about 
$600,000 less than on August 1 a month 
ago. 

Government receipts from all sources 
during the past month aggregated $34,- 
812,209, against $34,480,905 in August, 
1889. Customs receipts in August were 
$20,315,779, against $20,619,985 in 
August a yearago. Internal rovenue 
receipts were $12,557,852, or about 
$600,000 more than in August, 1889. On 
the other hand, expenditures for 
August past were $33, 890, 230, 
against $38,269,249 in August a year 
ago. Pension payments this year in 
August were $18,838,627, or about one 
million and a half less than in August, 
1889. ‘The premium paid on bonds 
purchased last month amounted to 
$1,729,949, against $3,238,390 in August, 
1890. 

The coinage of the mints during the 
past month of August of all kinds of 
money aggregated in value $5,550,600. 
Of this amount $2,852,000 was in stand- 
ard silver dollars, and $2,440,000 in 
gold pieces. 





ONLY ONE FLAG. 


A Labor Day Incident at Pittsburgh, Pa, 
—The Carrying of Foreign Flags in 
American Parades Roughly Rebuked by 
the Junior Order of United American 
Mechanics—A German Flag Torn to 
Tatters and Trampled Under Foot. 
PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 2.—A German 

flag was pulled down, torn into shreds 

and trampled under foot yesterday in 

Allegheny by Junior O. U. A. M. men. 

It was carried by the bakers’ contingent 

in the labor parade. At Arch street 

and North avenue an aide was prevailed 

upon by some members of the Junior O. 

U. A. M. to order the obnoxious 

flag hauled down. The bearer refused 

and raised the banner higher and un- 
furled it to the wind. The aide rode 
off and the spectators began to jeer. 

There were a large number of Junior 

Order men around and they were par- 

ticularly incensed. They called back 

the aide and insisted that the German 
flag be removed. The officer thus urged 
rode into the ranks and took hold of 
the banner. He tried to take it away 
from the men who carried it, but the 
men inthe ranks quickly surrounded 
the aide and essayed to beat him off. 
Policeman Diebold, of the Alleghany 
force, dashed into the thick ot the fight 
and beat the horse and rider with his 
mace. Foratime it seemed that the 
champions of the flag would win. 
Therefore the Junior O. U. A. M., who 
had encouraged the aide to remove the 
flag, took part. Canes and fists were 
used, resulting in black eyes and torn 
clothes. Policeman Diebold was rough- 
ly handled. Despite the efforts of the 
bakers and the policeman the flag came 
down. The Junior Order men secured 
the banner and in about a minute all 
semblance toa country’s emblem was 
gone. The silk was torn to shreds and 
the men trampled them under foot. 
Having won the victory they shouted: 

“America for Americans;” “the Stars 
and Stripes the only banner on our 
streets,” and other patriotic senti- 
ments. They retired, and the bakers 
closed up their ranks and proceeded on 
their way, but they were angry and 
will not cool down forsome time. They 
threaten vengeance. No arrests were 
made. 








THE OTHER SIDE OF IT. 


The Convicts’ Version of the Late Riot In 
the Massachusetts State Prison. 


Boston, Sept. 2.—In the Block or 
‘Fort Russell,” the place of solitary 
confinement in the Massachusetts State 
prison, there aro to-day twenty-five or 
thirty men who are charged with vio- 
lating rules of the institution. They 
are supposed to be separated from the 
outside world with no communication 
whatever. Yet lastevening there came 
to the Herald office a long letter- writ- 
ten on brown wrapping paper and 
signed by thirteen of these men. It 
tells the convicts’ story of the recent 
outbreak, and asserts that the warden 
is the whole cause of the dissatisfaction 
existing in the prison, and that he is 
totally unfitted for his position. It 
alleges that the men who participated 
in the Bertillon demonstration by 
shouting, pounding with dippers, etc., 
were clubbed, thrust in squads of four 
or six into solitary cells and. deprived 
of food for fifty hours, and that while 
the thermometer stood at 94 degrees, 
steam was turned into the ventilators 
until the men fainted from heat and 
lack of water. It was the severity of 
this punishment for a “trifling offense” 
which caused the recent riot. In con- 
clusion the letter expresses the hope 
that the charges which it makes may 
be investigated. _ 


SOUTHERN GLEANINGS, 


The Pig-iron Industry. 

The Superintendent of Census recent- 
ly issued his bulletin on the production 
of pig-iron in the United States during 
the year ended June 30, 1890. In this 
bulletin the superintendent says: 

The production of pig-fron, including 
Bessemer, during:: the year named aggre- 
gated 9,579,779 tons (of 2,000™pounds to the 
ton), as compared with 3,781,021 tons pro- 
duced during the census year of 1880, and 
2,052,321 tons during the census year of 1870. 
It will be gratifying to notice the great 
strides which the Southern States have made 





the total production in. that year being 350,- 
436 tons, as against 1,780,909 tons in 1890. The 
development of thé manufacture of pig<iron 


in the United States during fhe ten years 
triad $680 PO eeeee eve picbom masy ard 


at the present rate of increase in production 
this country is destined soon to becomé the 
leading producer of pig-iron in the world, 
possibly reaching this distinction in the eal- 
endar year 1890, 

In point of production, Pennsylvania 
stands first, Ohio second, Alabama 
third, Illinois fourth, New York fifth, 
Viginia sixth and Tennessee seventh. 
The superintendent calls particular at- 
tention to the sapid development of the 
blast furnace industry of the Southern 
States as one of the most noticeable 
features in the growth of the manufact- 
ure of pig-iron in this country. In the 
Western States which produce iron 
there has been a large increase in pro- 
duction. 


An Ancient Silver Mine. 

James Pallard, of Davisville, Ala., 
has discovered an abandoned silver 
mine in the mountains, four miles east 
of that town. Tho entrance to the 
mine is in a narrow ravine, and a drift 
had been worked 60 or 70 feet. Some 
stone picks and pans were found in tho 
drift, and it is believed the mine was 
opened and worked by the Indians. 
Some of the ore has been examined by 
experts, whoclaim it will yield at least 
$200 of pure silver to the ton. Few 
people suspected the existence of silver 
ore in that locality, and it is certain 
the mine was never worked. by white 
men. The find has revived interest in 
the stories and traditions of rich de- 
posits of siver discovered in that lo- 
cality by the Creek Indians many years 
before the country was settled by white 
“men, 


Dabblied in Rock Island Stock. 

Frank M. Allen, teller, of the Capital 
City Bank, Nashville, Tenn., is short in 
his accounts to the amount of $40,000 or 
$45,000. Allen has been speculating in 
Rock Island stock with the bank's 
money, and a recent fall in the stock at 
New York caused him to make a con- 
fession of his shortage to W. A. Benson, 
vice-president of the bank. The Guar- 
antee Company of North America is on 
his bond for $10,000, and relatives are 
endeavoring to pay the other $30,000. 
He is thirty-one years of age, married 
and has heretofore stood high in the 
eommunity. ‘The bank is sound and ne 
trouble 1s anticipated. 


Died from Having a Tooth Pulled. 

Dr. Joe Bell, formerly postmaster 
and. a prominent citizen of Shelbyvillo, 
Ky., died there the other night under 
peculiar circumstances. Several weeks 
ago he had a jaw-tooth pulled and a 
painful abscess formed, which swelled 
so that a silver tube was inserted in his 
throat to enable him to breathe. This 
prolonged his life several hours, but he 
died from suffocation, caused by the 
swelling in his throat. 


A Date for a Hanging. 

Governor Fowle of North Carolina has 
issued a warrant for the execution of 
Steve Jacobs, the Croaton Indian mur- 
derer, and the latter is ordered to be 
hanged at Lumberton, September 26. 
Six months ago the Governor issued a 
similar warrant, but before it reached 
the sheriff of Robeson County Jacobs 
had escaped by the aid of friends.

INTERNATIONAL ARBITRATION 


Recummended iv a Lotter from the Pres- 
ident to Congrens, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.--The president 
has transmited to congress the recom- 
mendations of the interuational Ameri- 
can conference tuuching international 
arbitration, together with a letter of 
transmittal from Secretary Blaine. In 
his letter the secretary says: 

The iuternationual conference, recently 
in session at this capital, adopted three 
reports: 

1. Recommending a definite plan of 
arbitration of the settlement of differ- 
ences between the American nations.

Decialon Voided the Statute.
